Amons the Conner we reckon Veget- 
able Fibrine, Albumen, Ciiseine, Animal Flesh, Animal 
Blood. Among the elements of respiration in our food, 
tire Fat. Starch, Gum, Cane Sugar, Sugar of Milk, WINE, 
BEER, SPIKITS."—Litbig's Animal Chemistry, pages W, 15. 


_ Now. if any mnn will show that respira- 
tion is not a necessary process in the animal 
economy, I shall give him my best attention. 
Or if he will show how wine and beer are 
elements of respiration without being de- 
composed into their elements, I shall be 
happy to hear him. Or if he will demon- 
strate that fat, starch, gum nnd sugar are not 
digested in the stomach in acting as elements 
of respiration, then I shall be most happy to 
hear him. 


Aguin, I will inform Mr. Ford that wheth- 


er alcohol is a poison, is not the question.— 
Mr. McArthur did not guy it was not. I said 
that it was, for my very language is—" And 
90 (i. e. a poison,') undoubtedly is alcohol." 
Therefore Mr. Ford was beating the air, 
while parading that array of quotations from 
books. I repeat again, that it never has been 
shown thnt alcohol is not decomposed in the 
stomach. It perhaps has not been shown that 
it is; I did not gay it hnd ; but I said Analo- 
gy might lead us to infer it.

cohol is such as to forbid its being transfer- 
red to tbe animal tissues." Every man who 
writes a book is not un authority. And Mr. 
Yuomnns_, in that sentence, simply makes 
himself rididulous. I answer, the elements 
of alcohol and those of the animal body are 
the very same. What would you say were J, 
with a sober face, to Hffirm that the compo- 
sition of a pile of rails forbade the idea of 
making them into a fence 1 


Again. Mr. Gray is made to say that al- 


cohol passes into the circulation undigested. 
So it does when a large quantity is drank ; 
but Mr. Gray does not show, and no man ev- 
er showed that none of it is digested. I shall 
be most happy if any man will produce the 
proof. 


Aagain. Mr. Ford says it is never found 


in plants. I answer, it is not in green plants 
before they are fit to be eaten, but it is in 
some ripe plants, e. g., ripe apples, found in 
very smal quantity.
